I did  not  hold  office  during  the  year  and  so  am  not  able  to  comment 
from  personal  experience  on  events  during  the  year.  My  observations 
are  based  entirely  on  the  statistics  available.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  Grimsby  Rural  District  is  in  an  area  of  39,  251  acres  in  the 
north  east  part  of  Lincolnshire.  It  surrounds  the  towns  of  Grimsby 
and  Cleethorpes  and.  extends  along  the  Bank  of  the  Humber.  Much  of 
the  District  is  rich  agricultural  land  but  since  the  Humber  Bank  has 
been  industrially  developed  large  chemical  complexes  are  a feature 
of  the  District.  Indeed,  it  is  now  the  foremost  sulphuric  acid 
producing  area  in  Great  Britain. 


The  Port  of  Immingham  lies  within  this  area  and  the  township  of 
Imraingham,  which  is  situated  behind  the  Docks,  is  developing  rapidly. 


The  increase  in  population  is  in  the  region  of.  1,  500  persons 
annually,  and  the  present  figure  is  22,  800.  This  population  is  housed 
in  some  7,  529  houses  of  which  464  dwellings  were  constructed  during 
1965.  The  Council  provided  82  housing  units,  32  of  these  being  flats 
in  Immingham 


The  rateable  value  of  the  area  reflects  the  healthy  economic  state, 
being  £1,  658,  243,  The  product  of  a penny  rate  is  £6,  282,

There  Were  570  live  births  in  the  rural  district  in  1965.  This  gives  a 
crude  birth  rate  of  25.  0 per  1,  000  population,  and  a corrected  birth 
rate  of  22.3.  (The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factor  being  0.89). 
This  is  well  above  the  birth  rate  for  England  andWales  which  for  1965 
was  18.0  per  1 , 000  population.

There  were  8 stillbirths  in  the  year  as  against  9 last  year.  This  gave 
a stillbirth  rate  of  13,8  per  1,  000  live  and  stillbirths,  last  year  the 
stillbirth,  rate  was  16,4, 

The  prov isional  stillbirth  rate  tor  England,  and  Wales  for  1965  was  15.7. 
Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  5 infant  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  in  1965.  This  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  8.8  per  I,  000  liv.e  births,  which  is  considerably 
lower  than  the  provisional  rate  :o^  England  and  Wales  of  19,  0, 

Neo  -Nat al  Mor tality 

There  were  4 infant  deaths  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  This  gives 
a neo -natal  mortality  rate  of  7,  0 per  1 000  live  births  compared  with 

the  1964  figure  of  11.1. 

Early  Neo -Natal  Mortality. 

There  were  4 infant  deaths  in  the  first  week  o £ life  giving  an  early 
neo  -natal  morta  rate  o’  7=0  p-  • births  compared  with 

9.3  m 1964, 

Perinatal  Mortality. 

The  combined  number  of  st  eaths  of  infants  under  1 week 

was  12,  giving  a perinatal  mortality  rate  of  20.8  per  1,000  live  and 
stillbirths,  compared  with  25,5  or  .1964,  This  compares  very 
favourably  with,  the  provisional  !l*gui  e for  England  and  Wales  of  26.9, 

Deaths . 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  numt  deaths  in  the  year  to  205.  This 

gives  a corrected  death  rate  lor  the  district  of  9,7  compared  with  8.8 
in  1964.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  was  11.5  per 
1 , 000  population. 

The  longevity  of  the  population  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  40%  of  the 
deaths  in  the  district  were  amongst  people  aged  7 5 and  over  and  67% 
of  the  deaths  in  those  aged  over  65. 

Diseases  of  the  heart,  and  circulator  ./  system  continue  to  be  the  main  cause 
of  death  accounting  for  119  deaths  or  58%  of  the  total  deaths. 

Cancer  in  all  its  forms  accounted  for  45  deaths,  22%  of  the  deaths 
in  the  district. 


There  were  8 deaths  due  to  violence  in  the  district,  two  of  these  were 
due  to  motor  vehicles  and  involved  young  people.  The  other  accidents 
involved  people  in  the  older  age  group.

COMMENTS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Measles 

The  biennial  epidemic:  continued,  after  its  early  start  in  late  1964,  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  to  give  a total  of  546  notifications  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  21  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  The  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  appears  to  be  increasing  steadily,  fortunately  most  of 
the  cases  are  mild  and  are  easily  treated  by  antibiotics.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  HOUSING  MANAGER 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  add,  this,  my  section  to  the  Medical  Officer's 
Annual  Report  for  1965. 

Refuse  Collection  has  once  more  been  the  predominating  feature  of 
my  work,  this  years  efforts  in  this  respect  being  largely  devoted  to  the 
conversion  of  the  whole  of  the  district  to  the  paper  sack  system  of 
collection.  In  spite  of  a great  many  doubts  voiced  about  the  desirability 
of  this  conversion,  I am  confident  that  its  effect  will  be  a regular  weekly 
collection  of  refuse. 

For  the  first  time  since  1958,  there  is  recorded  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cesspool  emptyings.  Apart  from  the  excessive  rainfall 
during  the  year  which  tends  to  fill  cesspools  more  frequently,  a further 
factor  is  the  increased  numbers  of  cesspools  provided  in  connection 
with  new  houses  pending  the  installation  of  sewerage  schemes. 

The  number  of  nuisances  has  risen,  but  it  is  notable  that  by  type, 
the  increase  is  more  marked  in  those  nuisances  peculiar  to  a developing 
rural  area  where  homes  are  built  in  close  proximity  to  farms, 
smallholdings  and  ditches. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees,  Councillors, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  members  of  my  staff  for  their  help 
during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA:  - 


No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  regarding 
the  water  supply  of  the  area  either  by  reason  or  lack  of  potability 
or  inadequeate  quantity. 

Piped  water  is  provided  throughout  the  area  by  the  North  East 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board.  Routine  samples  of  water  are  taken  by 
that  body  from  supplies.  Where  water  is  treated  by  chlorination 
or  ammonlation,  samples  are  taken  at  the  rate  of  four  per  week; 
this  is  in  respect  of  the  Parishes  of  Humberston,  Waltham,  Brigsley 
and  Ashby  ~ cum- Fenby.  Raw  water  is  sampled  at  the  rate  of  one 
sample  per  week. 

Chemical  samples  are  taken  twice  per  year  from  each  of  the 
pumping  stations  in  the  area.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water 
is  in  the  region  of  . 05  parts  per  million. 

Samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1965 
were  as  follows:  - 

Biological  Examination 


Eighteen  samples  were  taken  from  domestic  supplies.  Two 
samples  proved  unsatisfactory.  These  were  from  a private  supply 
and  as  a result  mains  water  was  laid  on. 

Water  - General 

Routine  samples  were  again  taken  from  the  two  public  swimming 
baths  in  the  area.  Forty- seven  samples  were  obtained  and  all  but. 
two  proved  satisfactory.  The  two  samples  which  were  doubtful  were 
the  first  to  be  taken  during  the  season  before  chlorination  had  taken 
effect.

Twenty-one  visits  were  made  to  the  three  offensive  trade  premises 
during  the  yeai  „ No  complaints  were  received  regarding  these  premises.

Refuse  Collection 

The  parish  of  Immingham  commenced  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse  sacks  in  the  New  Year,  During  the  early  part  of  the  year 
also  a start  was  made  in  converting  the  Humberston  Area  to  the 
Paper  Sack  System  of  R.efuse  Collection.  However,  since  some 
vehicles  had  to  return  to  Immingham  within  seven  days  in  order 
to  deal  with  the-sa.cks  there,  the  remainder  of  the  district  served 
by  these  vehicles  was  found  to  be  receiving  a poor  service,  extended 
in  some  instances  to  fourteen  days.  In  order  that  this  undesirable 
trend  should  not  grow  as  more  and  more  parishes  were  converted, 
it  was  decided  to  accelerate  the  original  scheme.  The  original 
scheme  proposed  a conversion  in  five  phases  ending  in  the  1968/68 
financial  year,  but  it  was  resolved  that  the  whole  of  the  district 
should  be  converted  within  this  financial  year  so  that  paper  sack 
collection  could  commence  on  4th  April,  1966. 

This  meant  converting  some  7000  units  in  the  eight  months 
remaining  of  the  year  and  in  order  to  carry  this  out  a handyman 
was  appointed  to  deliver  and  if  required,  fit  the  sackholders.  The 
second  50  cubic  yard  vehicle  was  delivered  during  the  year  to 
further  reduce  the  amount  of  travelling  time  involved  in  frequent 
tipping. 

Tipping  continued  at  the  Wilton  Road,  Humberston  tip,  but  the 
closing  of  the  Yarrow  Road  Tip  owned  by  the  Grimsby  Corporation 
directed  greatly  increased  amounts  of  casual  tipping  to  this  tip.  The 
result  is  that  the  tip  if  filling  far  more  quickly  than  anticipated  and 
searches  for  alternative  tipping  areas  have  proved  fruitless. 
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Cesspool  Emptying  and  Nights  oil  Collection:  - 

This  service  deals  at  present  with  the  few  parts  of  the  district 
lacking  sewers,  This  service  has  reduced  considerably  since  the 
sewerage  scheme  at  Great  Coates.  Healing  and  Stallingborough  came 
into  operation  in  1965,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks  by  130,  The  number  of  emptyings,  however,  increased 
as  shown  in  the  table  below;-

The  need  for  this  service  has 
been  further  reduced  by  privy  conversions  at  Great  Coates  and 
Stallingbo  r ough . 

HOUSING 

New  Houses  erected  during  196 5 

A total  of  464  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  82  by 
the  Council  and  382  by  private  owners. 

Slum  Clearance 

(a)  No  further  clearance  areas  were  started  during  1965,  but  one 
potential  area  was  inspected  and  found  not  suitable  for  this 
procedure; 

(b)  During  the  year  five  notices  were  served  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1957  in  respect  of  repairs.  Two  properties  were  made  fit  by 
the  owners.  Three  further  houses  were  demolished,  one 
voluntarily  and  two  as  the  result  of  demolition  orders. 


There  were  twelve  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and 
twenty-two  for  Discretionary  Grants  for  improvement  of 
properties.  Ten  of  the  Standard  Grants  and  seventeen  of  the 
Discretionary  Grants  were  approved, 

A small  improvement  area  was  also  declared  in  Xmmingham 
under  the  power e contained  in  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

Council  Houses 

During  the  year  82  new  Council  Houses  were  built  and  occupied. 
In  addition,  due  to  casual  vacancies  caused  by  existing  tenants 
leaving  the  houses,  a further  86  families  were  housed,  53  families 
being  brought  into  the  area  by  reason  of  their  employment  at 
Immingham. 

Caravan  Sites 

Little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  respect  to 
providing  a caravan  site  at  Immingham,  although  the  Council 
approved  the  purchase  of  a site.

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Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  eight  day  volumetric  air  sampler  continued  to  be  used  throughout 
the  year  at  the  site  in  the  Water  Tower,  Immingham,  except  for  a period 
whilst  it  underwent  repairs.  The  results  were  sent  to  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  for  data  processing  to  be 
included  in  the  national  figures  on  atomospheric  pollution. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act,  1963 

Upon  renewals  of  the  four  licences  granted  under  this  Act,  the 
occupiers  of  two  establishments  expressed  the  wish  not  to  continue  their 
licences  during  1965  and  they  were  consequently  cancelled.  The 
remaining  two  establishments  were  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Asses 

The  asses  used  for  public  hire  on  the  beach  at  the  Fifties  were 
inspected  with  the  R.S.  P.  C.  A.  Senior  Inspector  before  the  commencement 
of  the  summer  season.  These  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Due  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  only  found  possible  to  deal  with  the 
provision  of  this  Act  at  very  few  of  the  premises  in  the  district,  but  188 
visits  were  made  by  inspectors  to  premises  falling  within  these 
catagories  for  other  purposes.

The  Rodent  Operative  was  again  kept  busy  during  the  summer 
treating  a total  of  184  wasps  nests.  Several  premises  were  also 
treated  for  cockroaches  and  flies  and  a complaint  was  also  received 
from  one  household  about  an  infestation  of  Rove  Beetles. 

Bird  Nuisances 

The  licence  to  use  narcotic  baits  for  bird  control  held  by  the 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  allowed  to  lapse  during 
1965  as  no  further  requests  were  received  requiring  the 
disinfestation  of  premises  using  this  method. 


Ice-cream  and  salt  dried  codfish  manufactured  in  the  district 
were  sampled  regularly  during  the  year.  The  ice-cream  samples 
were  all  satisfactory.  However,  a sample  of  salt  dried  codfish 
was  found  to  have  a rather  high  bacterial  colony  count,  but  further 
sampling  showed  this  to  be  an  exception.
